PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Fifth Pari liinii'itt— Fourth Session. 

FORTY-THIRD DAY. 
Tiiurhday, April 10th, 1890. 
The Speaker took the chair at 2:10 
p. m. 

Prayers by Rev. Dr. Reid. 

MUNICIPAL ACT. 
On the further consideration of this 
: | hill (Hon, Mr. Heaven) several amend- 
iously been engaged 1 '^nt.s the first dealing with expropria- 
■ turn of lend for street purposes, were 
passed. 

On motion of Hon. Mr. Davie the 
following was added as a now clause : 
".Section 107 of the principal Act is 
hereby amended by striking out tho 
words 'published in the nearest munici- 
pility in which a newspaper is pub- 
lished,' in the 7th u ml 8th lines of the 
siid section, anil substituting therefor 
the following :— 'by porting copies of 
the by-law on the door of tho court 
house (if any) and on the door of every 
M-hoiillum.so in tile municipality." 

Mr. Fry, Mr. Croft and Mr. Ladner 
favored the clause, and Mr. Beaven 
spoke against it. 

lion. Mr. Davie stated that at the 
next silting of the House lie would 
move the following us a new section : 
" It shall be the duty of every munici- 
pality to make suitable provision for 
poor noil destitute persons who may bo 
found within the municipality, and it 
shall be lawful for the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor in Council, from lime to time, to 
pay to any municipality out of the pub- 
lic moneys of the province, towards the 
maintenance of the poor and destitute, 
ifh amount not exceeding twenty-live- 
lier cent, of the moneys expended for 
such purpose by any such municipal- 
ity." 

The hon. Attorney-General explained 
that there were many pour men, miners 
of early days, who had sacrificed 
health and fortune in developing 
the resources of the country, to whom 
the country owed a living. It was 
clearly tho duty of the municipalities to 
look after these members of the com- 
munity who were nut lit subjects for 
hospital treatment, but the Government 
intended to contribute 2~> per cent, of 
the cost of their maintenance. 

Mr. Grant favored some scheme to 
provide a homo for the classes men- 
tioned, but he did not think the burden 
uf their maintenance should be thrown 
on the municipalities. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven bad understo.'. 
that the incurables who had been ii 
mates of the Royal Hospital would bo 
provided for in tho new hospital. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that it was 
never intended to convert the convales- 
cent home into a poor house. The in- 
curables and convalescents would be 
cared for at the Jubilee Hospital until 
in lbs near future, a suitable institu- 
tion could be provided for this class of 
patients. 

The discussion was ruled out of order, 
•'.s there was nothing before the House. 
The furl her consideration of the bill was 
put down for .Monday next. 

RIVERS AND STREAMS. 
Hon. Mr. Vernon moved the second 
rending of a bill to regulate the clearing 
of rivers and streams, and briefly re- 
viewed the necessity existing for such a 
measure. 

After a short debate, in which the 
principle of the bill was generally en- 
dorsed and various suggestions were of- 
fered, which were calculated to improve 
its utility, the bill passed its second 
reading ; to be committed on Friday. 
A QUESTION. 
Mr. Cunningham enquired of the 
premier if any reply had yet been re- 
ceived from the Parliament of Canada, in 
reference to the continuance of the sub- 
sidy to the mail service between Victo- 
ria and Xew Westminster. 

Hon. Mr. Robson replied in the af- 
firmative. An answer had been received 
of a very unsatisfactory character. The 
Dominion government proposed to cut 
down the mail service between Victoria 
and New Westminster to once a week, 
it that service even was deemed neces- 
sary by the Postmaster-General, The 
fed .al authorities' reply would be laid 
before the House without the formality 
of notice of a request for its production. 
LICENSES ACT. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved tho second 
reading of n bill to reduce the opium 
license fee, in other than city municipal- 
ities, tu $00 for every six months. The 
bill passed its second reading and was 
sent into committee with Mr. Cunning- 
ham in the chair. The bill was reported 
complete with amendments. 

TO ASSIST RAILWAYS. 

The House went into committee, Mr. 
Thomson in the chair, upon message and 
bill in reference to grants of land in aid 
of certain railways. 

The Premior briefly explained that }>y 
this measure it was proposed to assist 
four railroads chartered by this House : 
The Crow's Xest railway, the Canada 
Western railway, the Ashcroft and 

Cariboo railway, ami the Farwell 

and Nelson railway. The proposal 
was to grant each railway "20, 000 acres 
of land per mile in alternate blocks; 

and also to allow the railway companies 
to collect a royalty of not more than o 
per cent, on all gold and silver ores 
takon by quartz milling out of the kind 
granted to them. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven addressed the 
House at considerable length on the im- 
portance of such a measure to the 
province; and the bill was reported to 
the House, 

The bill was read a first time and 
Hon. Mr. Rohsen moved the second 
rending. 

lion. Mr. Robson said that in moving 
the second rending of this important 
measure he felt that he had mi easy 
task, as the principle of the bill was, so 
to speak, in a nutshell, and must com- 
mend itself to every honorable member's 
judgment. As the title implied, it pro- 
posed to give aid to certain railways. 
These railways were four in number, 
and were known as the Crow's Nest and 
Kootenay Railway, the Canada Western 

Railway, the Ashcroft and Cariboo 
Railway, and the Farwell and Nelson 
Railway. The proposed aid was of two 
kinds. There was a land grant ol 
twenty thousand acres per mile. 
This was u large grant ; but it 

was felt that the immense areas 
of hind in the interior of tho province 
possessed no economic value so long as 
they lay waste and inaccessible — that, 
in fact they could only bo inado valu- 
able and revenue-producing by opening 
them up and connecting them with mar 
liets by means of railways. The alter- 
nate blocks granted to the railway com 
panics would lie made revenue-produc- 
ing when they passed from the Crown ; 
and tho alternate blocks retained by tin 
province would be rendered Valuable by 
the railway and would soon become i. 

source of revenue. The arrangement win 
such that every block retained by 
the province would be Immediately 
opposite a block owned by the railway 
company, uud thus the company could 
not do mi) thing to enhance the value o. 
their own land without relatively in 
urcising the vuluo of r.djiicent provin 
ftial land. The other kind of aid pro 
posed to bo extended to these railway, 
wns that of a tax or royalty upon gob 
and silver taken from ores worked id 
the lands grunted to tho railway coin 
panics. This was un entirely new de- 
parture. It would be remembered, 
especially by old pioneers, that, in the 
early sixties, mi export tax of 50c. an 
ounce wan levied upon all gold taken ou' 
ol the niinuu, in consideration of 
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the large expenditure on constructing 
roads. That tax, though not an unjust 
one, proved to be extremely unpopular 
with the miners, and was ultimately 
abandoned. But he felt certain that, 
upon reflection, the present impost 
would commend itself to tho good sense 
even of the miners themselves. The 
proposition was to give the companies 
power to exact a roynlty not exceeding 
live per cent, upon all gold and silver 
taken from ores worked in their lands. 
It would bo observed that the tax did 
not apply to alluvial mines at all. They 
wouid continue to be us tree «H 
ever, as well upon tho company's 
lands us upon other lands of 
the province, and thus. the 
workers ill alluvial mines would be free 
from the tax levied for the purpose of 
giving them railway communication, 
while equally with others sharing in the 
benefits of such communication, nnd us 
the alluvial mines were worked by the 
many and the poorer, this constituted u 
very important feature of tho measure. 

On thu other hand, quartz mining re- 
quired capital and would be carried on 
by the few and the rich, and it would 
be no hardship to pay the small tux do 
nianded. But instead of being aimed us 
a blow at quartz mining, the measure 
was designed and eminently calculated 
to promote that important industry, 
This was essentially a mining country. 
Cold-bearing quartz abounded in the in- 
terior, but theinteiior was bolted and 
barred against both capital und labor. 
Everyone felt that railways alone could 
enable our great mineral wealth to be 
developed; and the problem we hud for 
years been trying to solve wus how lo 
get railways reaching into the known 
great quart/, region. The country was 
rough, and railway building was ditli- 
cult and expensive, and Bonie special in- [ 
ducements must be held out to capital to 
undertake the work ; and he thought 
the government had bit upon a happy 
solution of the problem —that of making 
the quartz itself contribute directly to- 
wards creating the railways by 
means of which alone it could be suc- 
cessfully worked. It. might perhaps be 
objected that the tux would take away 
the whole margin of profit ou some of 
the lower grade ores, but it must be 
clear that, such ore us would not yield 
more than 5 per cent, with railway 
communication could not be worked at 
all without it. Nor did it at all follow 
that, because they had the power to 
exuet 5 per cent., the companies would 
exact the full rate on such ores us could 
not afford to pay. Acting iu their own 
interests, they would naturally adapt 
the rate to the capacity of the mine, 
and not be guilty of killing the goose 
that laid the golden egg. 
That was a matter which might well be 
left to regulate itself on commercial 
lines. Every one in the House, und out 
of it, too, must realize that the ud- 
vantages of railway communication 
would far more than set off the charge 
of ;") per cent. Indeed be felt that the 
government had discovered the true 
principle upon which to throw open the 
doors of tiiis rich province to both labor

Sharon Township, Ohio, Swept by 
the Siorm. 



Farm Buildings, Crops anil Stock De- 
stroyed and Several People Injured 
—Akron Narrowly Escapes. 



Akron, Ohio, April 9. — The worst cy- 
clone in tho history of this section struck 
Sharon township lust night mil mowed 
a swath 20 rods wide and miles long, 
directly toward Akron, but arose above 
the surface far enough to pass harm- 
lessly over the city. Six miles east ol 
Akron it again struck the earth and 
continued its course southeast for sov- 
eral miles with unabated fury. In 
Sharon township, the farm buildings, 
crops und stockof Uriah Wocnter, Rich- 
ard Brown, Isaac Brown, Frank Lj- 
croix, Geo. W. Crane, Abraham Lytic, 
Henry Chandler, Charles F. Wall, 
Reuse Wall, Matthew Bramley, Frank 
Brantley, Hughes Frank und Henry 
Wall were destroyed in 10 minutes. 
Immediately after tho cyclone passed 
searching parties were organized. The 
body of Hugh Frank was found 40 rod.- 
from the sire where his house had stood. 
Mrs. prank was found 120 rods further 
on, so badly injured that she cannot 
live. Matthew Bramley was caught 
by falling timbers and fatally hurt. 
Frank Brantley's house was blown from 
its foundation and he was buried in tin- 
wreck. The house took lire from a cook 
stove, und the wreck was entirely con- 
sumed. Richard Brown was blown a 
quarter of a mile and left against a stump, 
where he was found unconscious and 
badly hurt. After passing over Akron 
the cyclone struck the furins ol 
Messrs. Swoitzcr, Robinson, Herwick, 
Brown, Wesc, Cumbraugh, Meyers 
and Callahan, in Springfield township, 
destroying buildings, stock, crops, 
forest, orchards nnd farms. Alfred 
Herwick, the only person seriously 
hurt, will recover.

I'uliliu opinion is powerful. It affoots 
everyone — the king on his throne as 
well as the hoodlum at the street corner. 
Every man, iet him be over so high or 
so independent, desires to stand well in 
the estimation of his feUownien! It 
there is a man on earth who can afford 
to disregard public opinion that man is 
the Czar of Russia. What need he care, 
it might be asked, for the praise or the 
censure of the inhabitants of countries 
to moat oi whom Kussia is a mere 
geographical expression and the Czar al- 
most as much a creatine ot the im- 
agination as Prestor John ! J!ui 
there arc indications that the 
Czar does care about the opinion 
that is formed ot him by men ami 
women whose only apparent relation to 
him ia that they live on tho same planet) 
It disquiets and pains him to know 
that people ot whose existence he has 
the most dim and shadowy idea look 
with horror on what is done in hit 
dominions by his servants acting uniici 
orders which lie appn vis, and that 
they execrate him as a heartless op- 
pressor and a cruel tyrant. The 
feeling with which he ia regarded bj 
persona whom he lias never seen and 
whom ho u ever will see, who cannot possi- 
bly do him either good or harm, would, it 
might be thought, be to him a nuttier oi 
supreme indifference. But it evidently 
is not. 

Accounts have been circulated far and 
wide of dreadful things that have been 
done in his empire. He wishes to have 
it to be believed that those accounts are 
either wholly lalse or the grossest and 
moat malignant misrepresentations. The 
world has been told by the London 
Times and by George Kennan that de- 
fenceless exiles, women as well us men, 
have been barbarously butchered by an 
4 plticer high in the Czar's service, and 
that the man by whose orders thi 
brutal outrages were committed lias 
been rewarded for what he has done. 

Instead of treating these statement? 
with contemptuous silence the Czar has 
cuused au othcial explanation of what 
has been described as a savage massacre 
to be published. This explanation is 
said by George Kennau in the April 
number of the Century Magazine to be 
a " clumsy invention, intended to break 
tho force of the real facts and to deceive 
readers who are not acquainted with the 
conditions of exile life." 

The cause of the disturbance, the 
Czar's explanation states, was the 
establishment in a place called Yakutsk 
of a printing office, in which nihilistic 
pamphlets, proclamations and other r.v 
volutionary publications were printed 
and from which they were circulated. 
How exiles, who were very poor and who 
were completely surrounded by soldiers 
and other servants of the Czar, and who 
were a thousand miles from any place in 
which even a newspaper ia published, 
could procure a printing press and 
types, have them secretly conveyed 
more than a thousand miles in a country 
whero everything belonging to the 
exiles is subjected to many and search- 
ing examinations, is what tho official 
account does not begin to explaii 
How, too, a number of exiles livii 
under the perpetual surveillance 
military police could in a small villa; 
set up a printing office is beyond tin 
comprehension of ordinary mortals. 
And what the unbuppy people, who 
can only communicate Iry letter with 
the outside world with the ut- 
most difficulty, could do with tin 
publications after they were printed i 
to people of common sense an im- 
penetrable mystery. This part of th 
official account, every one must see, i 
utterly devoid of truth. 

The account goes on to say that th 
soldiers who were sent to seize thi 
printing press were resisted by th 
exiles, and several of them were severe 
ly wounded by sabre cuts and revolve 
bullets. This is a most unlikely story 
Where were the exiles to get tho weu 
pons? They were not allowed to carrj 
them into the country, and the Russian 
Government takes very good care to se< 
that they cannot get arii'.sju the Land <> 
their exile. 

More wonderful still, the author 
the Official account tells what he evi 
dently. believes to be a most credulous 
public, that after these desperate ruf- 
fians, who had made the village of 
Yakutsk a revolutionary propagan 
had been tried and sentenced they sud- 
denly attacked their escort with 
volvers, which they carried concealed 
on their person. This seems the most 
improbable part of the improbable 
story, for tho men were, noj doubt, 
disarmed when they were taken prison- 
ers, and they were carefully searched 
before they wen allowed to enter 
the court room. That the Russian sol- 
diers who had these desperate exiles in 
custody would permit them to have 
arms in their prison mid to carry them 
with them to tho court room is simply 
incredible. 

It was after the prisoners hud at- 
tacked their escort that, according to 
the official story, the troops were called 
in. Beforo they were subdued it was 
necessary to shoot and bayonet several 
of them. Of course, after this act of re- 
sistance, the rebellious exiles could not 
expect to be mercifully treated. "Three 
of the survivors," it is admitted, "were 
subsequently hanged and the others 
were condemned to penal servitude in 
tho mines, instead of mere deportation." 

There ire other statements made 
in the official explanation which 
Mr. Kennan shows to be false. 
But it is something to (hid that 
the Russian authorities considered 
it necessary to invent a pack of lies in 
extenuation of the nets of cruelty of 
whi';h they wore guilty. It show* that 



they are feeling the subtle and impalpable 
influence of European and American 
public opinion. We venture to piedict 
'.hat this official explanation, which is 
false on its face, will not he believed by 
intelligent men anywhere. Those who 
drew it up had loo little, regard for oven 
probability— to deceivo the most credu- 
lous. 

Mr. Kennan stoutly maintains the 
truth of the account which ho has given 
of tho Yakutsk outrage. He says: 

" My first information in regard to 
the Yakutsk tragedy came to me in a 
private letter from Siberia lust summer, 
.Since that time I h»vo received eight 
partite and independent accounts in 
anuscriptof the whole series of events, 
with copies of official documents re- 
lating to the case ; plans of the house 
and courtyard whero the massacre oc- 
curred; the names of all the officials 
Mid exiles concerned; the full text of 
ihe sentence of the court-martial that 
tried the survivors; the last letters of 
the men who were hanged; all the de- 
tails that are essential to a complete un- 
standing of the situation and the 
circumstances. These accounts if trans- 
ited and published would till two whole 
umbers of tho Century Magazine, and 
they have come to me from eight in- 
dividuals— not all of them exilea— and 
from a half a dozen parts of the Russian 
impure;" 

The account published in the London 
Times came from a different source from 
chose whence Mr. Kennan derived his 
information. That account tallies ex- 
ictly with the narratives received by 
Mr. Kennan and is, as th.it gentleman 
emphatically avers, strictly accurate. 
This being the case it is not likely 
chat the Russian official explanation 
,vill have the slightest effect upon public 
opinion with respect to the treatment of 
political prisoners by the Government of 
Russia.

as "The railroad stealer," was sent by 
the authorities to Ludlow street jail, 
hi prison Ives was almost as important 
9 man as he used to be on Wall street. 

At an examination to investigate tho af- 
fairs of the sheriffs office it was found 
t hat when Ives and his friend Stayner 
were first sent to jail they paid $250 a 
week; afterwards their expenses were 
lowered to 5150 a week, and then they 
dropped to s7-">, at which ligure they 
remained until the prisoners wore re- 
leased a few days ago. It transpired 
luring the investigation that Ives and 
Stayner during their imprisonment paid 
the Warden of Ludlow street jail 810,- 
(100 for accommodation. Of course 
every thing was done for those men in 
princely style. They had a private 
table supplied with all the luxuries. 
For a time they had three or four steno 
graphers, a typewriter and a valet. 
They received also a great number of 
callers. The warden was so accommo- 
dating that he once at any rate took 
fves out of jail to sec some relatives 
who were in affliction, remained with 
him during his visit of two or three 
hours and escorted him back again. 
Fortius favbr Ives paid the warden 
thirty dollars. It. nill be seen from 
this that the prisoner in Ludlow street 
jail, if he has money, can have a splen- 
did time.

Detroit, Mich., Apri] 9, — An Eng- 
lish syndicate, headed by Sir, Setup 
Karr, of Liverpool, a year ago bought 
out the Detroit brewing establishments 
of A. (i. Cloebql, Jacob Mann and Chus. 
Ehdros, paying $800,000 therefor. Ne- 
gotiations were prolonged on the refusal 
of the Detroiters to. take their bhare of 
the securities; but the Englishmen were 
so persistent that they finally paid the 
cash to two brewers. The development 
of the businessfailed to bear out the audit 
and prospectus, and to-day the English 
holders, through Air. Seton Kair, who 
came over here as their attorney, sold 
the four breweries to a Detroit syndi- 
cate composed of the loeal directors of 
t ie concern and the original owners. 
The English investors sellout at a heavy 
loss, the losses being sufficient, it is re- 
ported, to make the investment in the 
common stock of the English corpora- 
tion a total loss.

Ho came to Vic- 
toria in January, 180.'), hut left a fow 
months after for Pavilion, B.C., where 
he kept the Waysido house for two 
years and a half, when he returned to 
this city to enter the employ of the 
Hudson Ray Company as stoward, 
a position which ho held for 
5 years and which ho left to 
go into the grocery and liquor 
business on Johnson Btrcot. He kept 
that stand for a number of years, re- 
moving about years ugo to his pre- 
mises on Yatoo ctroet, the business of 
which he disposed of a few days ngo on 
account of illness. He was ex-presidemt 
of tho St. Andrews mid Caledonia 
society, and a member of both tho 
Pioneer and Masonic aooietioH, in tho 
affairs of which ho always took a keen 
interest.
